The indications are that it 
will be adopted within the next two days 
and Speaker Crisp will not count a quorum 
either.

When the committee on banking and cur- 
rency was appointed it was distinctly un- 
derstood that it was in favor of the repeal 
of the state bank tax. When Speaker Crisp 
appointed this committee a majority of its 
members were declared advocates of the 
repeal of this tax.

Excitement in a Small Hotel in Paris. 
Two Lodgers Injured. 

Paris, February 20.—A bomb exploded 
about 2 o’clock this morning in a sinall ho- 
tel in the rear of the College of France, 
The proprietress of the place and two 
lodgers were injured. Yesterday two stran- 
gers engaged a room on the second floor. 
They spent a short time in the ftoom and 
then left, remarking that they would be 
back in the evening. They did not return 
and’ Madame Calabrési. who had become 
suspicious of the new lodgers, went to the 
room to see if they brought any luggage. 
She was:alarmed by seeing a bomb lying 
on a shelf,.and ran from thé room and sent 
for the police. While waiting for the offi- 
cers the madame told tw6 of the lodgers 
of the G@iscovery and went to the room. As 
the door was opened a terrific explosion oc- 
curred, which made a wreck of the room 
and everything in it. The landlady and 
the two lodgers were badly injuréd. .Had 
they had time to enter the room all would 
have been killed. 


CHAINGANGS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


A New Ruling on the Law by South 
Carolinn’s Supreme Court. 

Columbia, 8S. C., February 20,—(Spécial.)— 
Chaingangs are unconstitutional in this 
state. So says the supreme court in a de- 
cision filed today. The case comies from 
Charleston, where a prisoner was put on the 
chaingang for thirty days. An appeal was 
taken on the ground that the punishment 
was not legal except upon conviction by a 
jury of twelve and that a sentencé to work 
in the chaingang is void in law. The su- 
preme court holds that a jury under twelve 
is constitutional, but that the sentence to 
work on the chaingang is null and void on 
the ground that this additional imposition 
to “fine or imprisonment’ exceeds the limit 
prescribed by the constitution. Justice Pope 
concurs concerning jury trial and dissents 
as‘to chaingang work, holding that ine 
word imprisonment should include employ- 
ment during imprisonment. 


SINKING OF A STEAMER. 


The State of Misouri Springs a Leak 
and Goes Down. 

Cairo, Ill, February 2.—The steamer 
State of. Missouri, owned by the Memphis 
and Cincinnati Packet Company, sprang 4 
leak this afternoon and at 3 o'clock sank 
in eight feet of water in New Madrid bend, 
seventy miles below here. The Boat left 
this port at 3 o’clock this morning with 
about 700 tons of freight, helt of which 
was taken aboard here last night. She 
also had’ a large number of passengers, 
most of whom were estern people going to 
New Orleans on a pleasure excursion. No 
lives were lost and the cabin passengers 
will be put to no inconvenience aside from 
the delay. fig :

REDS IN OLD BOSTON. 


Anarchist Threaten to Clean Ont the 
Statehouse, 


GOV. GREENHALGE BEARDS . THEM. 


He Rebukes a Leader and Drives 
Him Out of the Capitol. 


THE POLICE ARE ORDERED QUT} 


A Raid Is Made on the Mob and the 
Crowd Gives Way-—Exciting Times 
on the Common. 


Boston, February 20.—About 2,000. peat,te 
gathered on the common this afternoon .,to 
listen to addresses by Morrison L..Switt, 
Herbert N. Casson and other “socialist- 
anarchists,’’ as they claim themselves. 
After hearing the speeches the crowd 
marched to the statehouse, where Swift 
and Casson were made a delegation. to visit 
Governor Greenhalge. They demanded—as 
they themselves put it—that employment 
should he given to the crowd which they 
led. The governor intimated to Swift and 
Casson that he would do all in his power 
to hclp the unemployed:-and that .he had no 
doubt that the legislature would do some- 
thing for the men. He consented to come 
out and address the crowd. He said to the 
people that personally he would do all he 
could, and that he would recommend ac- 
tion by the legislature. Still, he said, ‘the 
legislature had no power to give work to 
the unemployed, except it had money to pay 
them, and except the work on which’ they 
should be employed was necessary for the 
general good. He insisted that the first-duty 
of every citizen was obedience to the laws. 
After this Swift and Cassox followed 4 
large crowd and went up to lay their peti- 
tion, which was couched in the terms of @ 
demand, before the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives. On their return from the 
chamber Swift ascended to one of the lit-

The resolution provoked a brisk discussion, 
Messrs. Bynum and Reed. making the point 
of order against it that under a call of 
the .house, a resolution could: not be enter- 
tained, not being a proceeding to obtain 
the presence of a quorum. 

Mr. Reed further pointed out that the call 
had just demonstrated the presence of a 
quorum, which, of itself, would take the 
resolution out of the category of proceed- 
ings to obtain one. 

Will Come When Wanted., 

Mr. McCreary objected to the resolution 
because it excepted the committee on ap- 
propriations from .its operation, while there 
were other committees engaged in the prep- 
aration of appropriation bills, as well as 
the committee on appropriations. “The 
members of these committees,” he .said 
“would always come into the house to vote 
and it is not necessary to take the action 
contemplated by the resolution.” 

Mr. Bland emphatically denied the avccur- 
acy of Mr. McCreary’s assertion, stating 
that the committee on public buildings and 
grounds was in session in its room and the 
members when notified that a vote was in 
progress, had refused to repair to the hall. 
The oppositin to the resolution impelled 
Mr. Biand to withdraw it and further 
proceedings under the: call were dispensed 
with. | 

The third vote on'the motion to take up 
the bill resulted: Yeas 165; nays 5—nine 
more than on the second vote, and nine 
short of a quorum. | 

The call of the house showed 265 members 
present—four less than the previous call. 

Another, the fourth,: vote was taken on 
the motion of Mr. Bland, the result of 
which was announced as, yeas 166; nays 4. 

At 4:10 o’clock, on motion of Mr. Bland, 
the house adjourned until tomorrow.

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GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 


The Grand Old Man Leads the Fight in 
the Commons, 


OPPOSES THE LORDS’ AMENDMENT. 


He Charges Them with Poisoning 
the Employers Liability Bill. 


WORKINGMEN NOT MUCH. DIVIDED 


They Are Not So Deeply Concerned About 
tbe Prospect of the Railroads Shut- 
tingiDown on Subscriptions. 


London, February 20.—Shortly after the 
opening of the house of commons today Mr. 
Gladstone arose and moved the discharge 
of the day, which’ was the consideration 
of the amendments that had been made by 
the house of lords to the employers’ lia- 
biity bill. 

Mr. Gladstone’s motion was greeted with 
loud cheers by the supporters of the 
government. Mr. Gladstone said that he 
deeply regretted to have to make such a 
motion .as. the government had been 
obliged to make so many similar motions,’ 
since they showed that there was a lamen- 
table degree of divergence between the two 
branches of the legislature. The govern- 
ment, however, must confront facts before 
them, acting in conformity with what they 
believed to be the best interests of the 
people and the dignity of the position of 
the house of commons. Substantially the 
difference between the two houses on the 
employers’ liability bill was not the ques- 
tion’ of contraction, but of the provisions 
of the act. That was a good maxim that 
“half a loaf was better than no broad.’ If 
they were dealing with a bill in parts, 
which were completely separable, and there 
was @ question whether they could accept 
a limited bill, offering it to the country, 
rather than to see the whole of 6ur labors 
absolute:y wrecked, the position might be 
different. But this is not a. case of that 
description. In our view the chief amend- 
ment made by the house of lords cannot 
be considered apart from the general work- 
ing .of the whole frame of: the bill. Mr. 
Gladstone added: 

“Using a strong phrase to make my 
meaning clear. it tends to polfson the work- 
ing of the bill and to seriously comprise 
the position of the working people in the 
face of their employers. Therefore I hope 
this amendment will be rejected by a de- 
cisive majority.’’ 

At this point Mr.Gladstone was interrupted 
by cheers from the members on the govern- 
ment bench. Continuing Mr. Gladstone 
said: 

Do Net Dread It. 


“The workingiien are direct:'y. almost 
exclusively, interested in the bill. What 
are their sentiments concerning the end- 
ment? The opposition cuye aha the gt 
iIngmen are divided on the. subject, e 
existing relations ‘between some workmen 
and the trades ‘insurance. funds. have been 
used aS an argument why the contracting 
out printiple should be allowed to. vitiate 
the whole bill. These workmen have been 
told, for instance. that the’ great railway 
companies will stop subscribing to the in- 
surance fund if contracting out should be 
prohibited. The government has, received 
assurance from the officia: reports of every 
workingman’s organization that they did 
not dread such a result... Their,dominant 
fear rather was that the bill had been 
nullified by allowing contracting out of 
the act.’””: 

Mr. Gladstone went over the oft-repeated 
arguments on the necescity of retaining the 
bill in its. integrity, and concluded by ask- 
irig the house of commons. not to waste 
time on prulonged re-debating on the sub- 


* ject. 


A. B. Balfour, the conservative leader in 
the house, held that the bill contained many 
valuable reforms, quite independent cf the 
contracting out clause. If the government 
believed in these, why, he asked, did it 
desire-to throw them overboard all togeth- 
er? If the government was going to commit 
infanticide with the bill he did not mean 
in any way to resist it. (Cheers from the 
conservatives.) But, he added, do not let 
the government go afterward to the country 
saying what a beautiful bill the opposition 
destroyed. Do not let the government 
praise the virtues of its office at the moment 
of cutting. its throat. Mr. Gladstone has 
spoken about the poisonous taint of the bill. 
It wast he taint of liberty. If it were the 
poison it would take the poison of free de- 
mand. The fact was the government could 
not think the bill spoiled, but the liberal 
party wanted a bonr of contention with the 
house of lords, more than they wished to see 
the position of the workingmen ameliorated. 
That was the choice before the liberals. 
They had chosen. It would rest now, not 
with the house of commons, but with the 
country, to determine (prolonged cheering 
and counter-cheering) whether on their 
own grounds they had chosen wisely. 
(Cheers.) 

Gladstone’s Motion Carried. 


Joseph Chamberlain, the unionist leader, 
said that if the house of commons was de- 
cided not to receive any orders at all from 
the house of lords, there would always be 
an opportunity for collision if the govern- 
ment so desired. The policy of the govern- 
ment in the present instance was decidedly 
unsound. Mr. Chamberlain declared that 
he was perfectly certain that the people 
were not going to'rise in wrath ugainst the 
upper house because it reserved liberty of 
action to 1 per.cent of the workingmen. 

Mr. Gladstone’s motion was adopted by a 
vote of 225 to 6. 

The debate developed no surprises nor dis- 
appointments for any except those who had 
given undue regard to the statement in The 
Daily Chronicle this'morning. If that state- 
ment, which emanated from the radical 
group ‘of the national liberal club, had been 
verified it could. safely have been predicted 
that the cabinet had resolved upon imme- 
diate d@fSsolution of the house of commons. 
Gladstone’s known strong constitutional 
bias, however, ought to have kept from the 
suspicion of springing upon the house a 
motion which implied the right of the com- 
ricns to ignore the amendmients of the 
house of lords. Mr. Gladstone followed the 
usual’ procedure in simply moving that the 
bill be discharged. “very part cf the house 
was packed, and the spaces outside were 
crowded, 

The Crowd Was Disappointed. 

Although experienced members expected 
no departure from the regular procedure 
of business, liberal: interest was stimulated 


by the hope’ of a speech from Mr. Gladstone. 


against the hayse of lords. The tenor of his 
speeeh, therefore,“was rather chilling. Mr. 
Balfour, on the contrary, livened ‘up’ the 
house, especially when touching the real 
core of the question, he accused the govern- 
ment of using this as a weapon of attack 
upon the peers. | | 

Sir Ellis Ashmeade-Bartlett asked the gov- 
ernment whether, in view of the fact that

LATEST FROM RIO. 


The Insurgents Tired of Warfare—Da 
Gama Will Lose His Arm. 

Rio de Janeiro, February 20.—(Copyright, 
1894, by the United Press.)—-The United 
States cruiser Detroit, which has been 
cruising south, has returned to Rio de Ja- 
neiro. The government is in peaceable’ pos- 
pession of all southern points except Des- 
terro, where Admiral de Mello has ap- 
pointed a president and two ministers. The 
Detroit wds unable to find Admiral de Mel- 
lo. At each port she visited the officers 
were informed that he had just left. Admi- 
ral da Gama, who is in command of the 
insurgent forces here, has told the repre- 
sentative of the Untied Press that he has 
countermanded the crder he had placed 
for supplies in the, United States, for the 
reason that the war will be at an end be- 
fore the order could be filled and delivered. 

The church leaders, who have contract- 
ed. with the insurgents, should they tri- 
umph, for the restoration of the church 
privileges that were abolished upon the es- 
tablishment of the republic and who have 
supplied the insurgent leaders with large 
sums in gold, have notified Admiral da Ga- 
ma that the supply of money furnished by 
them will cease unless decisive progress 
is made soon. 3 

Admiral da Gama, who.was wounded in 
the neck and left arm during the recnt at- 
tack on Armacao, expects that it will be 
necessary for his arm to be ted. His 
general health is- good‘ and he will prob- 
ably ‘survive the operation. He promises 
to push the fighting, but he plainly is una- 
ble to do. so. He seeks an honorable road 
to escape from the consequences of Insurtéc- 
tion, but it is probable that he will not- be 
able to tind’one.' Niven some of the younger 
officers among the.insurgents, who have 
hitherto refused to listen to anything but 
warlike proposals; are now anxious for the 
struggle to be brought to an end. 

The insurgent warships Aquidiban and 
Liberdad wer under steam last night, their 
commanders thinking that the dynamite 
cruiser Nictheray, which left recently fo 
the south, would return. 

The insurgents deny that there has been 
any revolt among the s2ilors on Kngenho 
isiand. They say that the firing that gave 
rige to the report grew out of an attack 
upon the island by government troops. This 
story, however, is not generally believed. 
It is thought there was a revolt among the 
insurgents on the island.

against loss. In this view of the case, the 
court directed that a receiver’s certificate 
be issued in the amount of the premium, 
payable in sixty days. Whereupon Mr. Hun- 
nicutt, of Hunnicutt & Bellin- 
grath, immediately announced his 
willingness to pay cash for the certifi- 
cate. Parties who bid in the property at 
$21,000 didn’t like this turn of affairs, for 
they wished the sale at $21,000 confirmed, 


‘and did not desire the property sold again. 


But Hunnicutt & Bellingrath expressed 
themselves as willing to guarantee that the 
property, if sold again, would bring $25,000. 
The parties who bid $21,000 a few weeks ago 
at Brunswick. today in court before Judge 

r announced that they would raise 
their bid to $25,000. This announcement put 
the two sides to talking compromise. 

The compromise resulted to the satisfac- 
tion of Hunnicutt & Bellingrath and tomor- 
row it will be stated to the court that all 
differences are settled, and a motion will 
be made to confirm the sale at $21,000, which 
will doubtless be ordercd.

IN THE CITY HALL 


The General Council to Meet and Consider 
the New Building Laws. 

The general council of the city of Atlanta 
will meet in special session this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. 

The meeting has been ordered for the 
purpose of considering the new building 
laws suggested and demanded by Chief 
Joyner, of the fire department. 

More than a year ago Chief Joyner sub- 
mitted to the general council a code of 
laws governing the manner in which build- 
ings should be constructed im Atlanta and 
defining the powers of the building inspector. 
For a long time previous to submitting the 
laws which had been drafted by a commit- 
tee of the council, the chief had been com- 
plaining of the laxity of the building laws 
of the city and the special committee which 
compiled the new laws under Mayor Hemp- 
hill’s administration, went out before ac- 
tion was taken on the new code. Since then 
the laws have been resting quietly in a 
pigeon hole in the city clerk’s desk, and 
would probably have been there yet but 
for the falling of the walls of the Norcross 
building. 

The tumbling of those walls and the con- 
troversy which arose immediately after 
the pile was made on the sidewalks, caus- 
ed the chief to ask for the bundle of ra- 
pers. On Monday the papers were pulled 
out and brought before the council again, 
but 60 long was the batch of laws, the 
chief has sought to have enacted, that 
the members of the council, who were 
conversant with them, asked that the con- 
sideration be postponed to a special session 
for their consideration. 

“That,” said Chief Joyner, “Atlanta needs 
and must have a new set of building laws; 
no one conversant with the present laws 
will, for a minute deny. As it is now, 
Atlanta has three building inspectors, and 
all three must look into everything per- 
taining to’ buildings gaging up, the repairs 
of buildings and the condition of 
buildings. The new laws will seek 
to make that work the duty of 
one man, and that man will have enough 
to do if he gives his time to the work in 
hand. He will be required to know the 
plars and specifications of all the buildirzigs 
which are to go up in the city and will be 
compélied to give his time to a etudy cf 
that work, as it is done. In that way he 
will know whether or not the building is 
going up as it should. The new laws are 
modeled after the very best laws in the 
country. They are the cream of the build- 
ing laws of all of the leading cities of the 
east, west and north-west, and the them- 
bers of the general council who give them 
any attention when they are read, will 
agree ‘with me.” 

The laws are quite long. and the session 
of the general council will be a long one 
this afternoon. i

with Marder Are in dail 
THEY ARE TO HAVE A HEARING TODAY 


Neither Side Is Showing Its Hand-A 
Negro Boy Is One of The Im- 
portant Witnesses. 


Crawford, Ga., February 20.—(Special.)— 
The news that four well 
Oglethorpe county had been arrested as 
suspects in the Collins white cap whipping 
spread like wildfire, and curious and excited 
men from all sections of. this and adjacent 
counties hitched up their teams and hasten- 
ed to Crawford. 

The perliminary trial was expected to take 
place here today, and as early as 7 o'clock 
this morning the streets were filled with 
farmers, grouped around the principal stores 
and eagerly discussing the exciting event. 

The trial will not, however, take place 
until tomorrow at 10 o’cidck on account of 
the death of Dr. Robert Willingham, which 
occurred this morning at 3 o’ciock. Mr. 
Will Howard, the solicitor of the Northern 
circuit, will prosecute the case, ana, being @ 
bosom friend of Dr. Willingham, he has 
been a faithful watcher at his bedside for 
the past week, and is so completely worn 
out that he had the case postponed a day 
until he could rest. 

The Men Who Are Arrested. 

There are at present four men, charged 
with murder, resting in the custody of the 
sheriff of Oglethorpe county. 

They are R. Morgan Gaulding, E. H. Sal- 
mon, Ed Shaw and Will Thompson. The 
whole party has heretofore been regarded 
as law-abiding, peaceable citizens. Morgan 
Gaulding is a man of intelligent face and 
good appearance; abolit thirty years old and 
rather stout. Gaulding is considered one of 
the most prosperous young farmers in Ogle- 
thorpe, and has certainly accumulated con- 
siderable means. E. H. Salmon is the bai- 
iff of the Lexington district, and has the 
reputation of always being sober and effi- 
cient in his duty. He appears to be about 
thirty-three years old. Ed Shaw is a young- 
er man, possibly not over twenty-five years

Will Thompson is about eighteen years old 
and is not as well known as the three men 
just mentioned.

The inmates of the house knew nothing 
untii about 5 or 6 o’clock in the morning, 
when anovher rap was heard at the door. 
Cal again opened it and found Bob lying 
on his back on the ground naked, except 
for a red flannel: shirt. Cal says he could 
hear the men as they walked away. As 
soon as Collins could be brought into the 
house and laid down before the fire he 
called for water. “‘Water’ was the only 
word he could utter. This was given him 
and in a few minutes he was dead. Cal 
hurried up to the house of Mr. W. A. 
Banks, the agent of Mr. Dave Gaulding’s 
farm, and apprised him of what had hap- 

ned. 

There were a great many low murmur- 
ings and evidences of dissatisfaction 
among the negro hands, but they of- 
fered no resistance. .aey were complete! 
demoralized with fright and they haven't 
otten over it yet. Many citizens of Craw- 
ord have expressed themselves as being 
absolutely confident that the negroes know 
a great deal about the affair which they 
are too scared to tell, and if they could be 
inspired with perfect confidence that they 
would not be molested, it is belleved that 
many things which are now in darkness 
would come to light.

Collins was taken about a half mile from 
his house to a very seciuded pine thicket. 
There was not a house of any description 
in half a mile of the place. Coliins was 
first tied to a straight pine tree and on 
every side of it is stuck the fine, red lint 
which evidently came from his red flanne 
shirt as he writhed in his agony. 

Around the lower part of this tree are 
little broken off limbs about two or 
three inches long, and on these splinters, 
which are as sharp es Knives and very 
hard, his flesh caught in several places 
and wes gashed as if by the blunt blade 
of a dul. knife.

Christian Association deserves to be hearti- 
ly supported. Those who have inquired into 
the merit of the association's work say that 
it's general excellence cannot be surpassed. 

This is high praise, but every vord of it 
is deserved. Everybody should give the as- 
sociation a lift and make it prosperous in 
the measure of dollars and cents; that is 
self-sustaining. 

Last Year’s Work. 


Mr. Mathews, the ger.eral secretary, has 
prepared an interesting statement of the as- 
scciation’s work for 1833.

You know that under the preseat tower 
there is a large, deep excavation, and in 
that excavation, which is far under the sur- 
face of the earth, everything could be ar- 
ranged, while over it all a handsome pa- 
vilion, such as is indicated in the plans 
I have submitted to the council could be 
constructed. On that pavilion speakers 
coulé be heard for many feet around. In 
fact, Atlanta hasn’t a hall which could 
place near so many people within the com- 
pass of a voice as if the speaker were 


' working from the pavilion on that well. 


Then in. the afternoons, when the Atlanta 
bands wanted an airing, what would be 
nicer than a serenade from that point by 
one of them. How it would draw the ladies 
and the children and how popular it would 
make that point.” 

“But what will all this cost?’’ 

“The counci! has already appropriated 
money to take the tower away,” said Mr. 
Dimmock, ‘‘so we can say that that part 
of the expense has been provided for. Now 
then the only additional expense would be 
the erection of the new pavilion with the 
accommodations which are hidden from 
view but which will, soon after their com- 
pletion, make the place one of the greatest 
conveniences of the city, and that will be 
something like $1,000. A handsome pavilion 
can easily be put there, one, too, which 
will add greatly to the appearance of that 
section: of the city as I have said for that 
sum. One of the plans shows one which 
is almost a twin of this one which can be 
erected at a cost of anywhere from $1,200 
to $1,300. So you see it is not a matter of 
what it will cost the city but a question as 
to whether the city wants it or not.”

The Coming Convention. 


Speaking of the national! woman suf- 
frage convention to be held in Adanta 
next year, The New York World says: 

But the specially interesting development 
of the convention of last week was the 
sudden determination to hssail the south. 
This found practical expression in the de- 
teridination to hold the next annual con- 
vention in Atlanta, Ga. Hitherto the south 
has given almost no encouragement to the 
woman suffrage movement. It is said that 
there aré only seventeen members of the 
association in the state of Georgia. The 
idea of equal rights at the ballot box for 
women is one which is at variance with 
the sentiment of the existing civilization, 
and not only at variance with it but 
Strange to it. In the northern states we 
have been used to woman suffrage conven- 
tions and literature for quite fifty years.

We believe the people of 
that section of the country did not receive 
Mrs. Lease with entire cordiality when she 
visited them on a political errand not long 
ago. We hope that Miss Anthony and her 
co-workers will be welcomed in another 
spirit. They will certainly furnish an in- 
tellectual and social entertainment of a 
high order. .

to suggest to Atlanta or any other south- 
ern city that these ladies deserve fair 
treatment.

The convention 
will be heartily welcomed to Atlanta, 
and the members will be hospitably en- 
tertained, while it goes without saying 
that our citizens will take a deep interest 
in their meetings. 

It is true that the south has not en- 
couraged the woman suffrage movement, 
but it is also true that this section has 
led all others in many lines of female ad- 
vapcement. The first female college in 
the world started here in Georgia, and 
our state has taken the lead in the mat- 
ter of giving married women their prop- 
erty rights as independent persons. 
With such a record it is safe to say that 
when the women of the United States 
come here to seriously discuss the suf- 
frage question as it affects them they 
will receive not only fair, but courteous 
and friendly treatment. 


The Price of Wheat. 

According to the statisticians, 1891 was 
the banner year for wheat crops ‘and 
wheat exports. In July of that year 
wheat was selling in Chicago at $1.05 a 
bushel—about 70 cents at country eleva- 
tors. : 

Today wheat is selling at 55 cents in 
Chicago—about 30 eents at the country 
elevators in the horthwest. 

In 1891 the farmers received $35,000,- 
000 for 50,000,000 bushels of wheat. This 
year they receive $15,000,000 for the 
saine amount of wheat—less than half. 
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of course, but does any one suppose that 
the wreckage and robbery of which he 
is the victim stops with him? If this 
Were so, every interest except that of the 
farmer in the wheat growing region 
would be in a prosperous condition. But 
as just the contrary is the case we must 
conclude that every interest is sharing 
the losses that have fallen on the farmer. 
The railroads that carry the wheat to 
market are in trouble, and are reducing 
expenses—cutting down wages and dis- 
charging employes. 

All interests have some sort of connec- 
tion with the farmer—every business and 
every industry. The robbery from which 
the farmer suffers not only prostrates 
him, but deals a blow at every conceiva- 
ble interest, mercantile, commercial and 
industrial. 

Where are the improved processes and 
machinery that will account for the loss 
of more than half the earnings of the 
wheat grower during the past four 
years? We should be glad to have some 
banker or financial expert point them 
out. 

Where is the overproduction? Even if 
thousands of people were not starving 
all over the land the statisticians would 
promptly give the lie to the argument 
of overproduction. The statisticians say 
that there has been a decided falling off 
in the world’s production of wheat since 
1887, and they give the figures to show 
for it. 

But the figures are not worth consid- 
ering in such a crisis as that which has 
fallen on the people of this country by 
reason of the increase of the purchasing 
power of the dollar. When men have 
been thrown out of employment and 
have no money, wheat would be dear to 
them at 10 cents a bushel. When labor 
has lost its earning capacity, all things 
are dear. 

But what is to ‘be done about it? If 
the democratic party falls into hostile 
camps over such a matter as the coinage 
of the seigniorage, what will happen 
when it attempts to carry out the finan- 
cial pledge of the platform, which holds 
to the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country? 

Our advice to the people is that they 
put a bridle on their indignation ind 
think the whole matter over quietly.

through all the great events of the world 
for centuries. They were in possession of 
the secrets of the lost arts. 

“The gypsy king’s appearance ®as vener- 
able to a degree, his flowing white beard 
trailing on the ground.

A Leading Plumber Writes. 


Editor Constitution—It would seem from 
Dr. Hawthorne's letter in The Journal that 
he is not disposed to let the plumbers rest, 
at least such of the “silly, evil-minded 
men’”’ as objected to his abuse. 

As is characteristic of the doctor, he 
evades the question at issue. First, he 
said: “If all the thieves were put into the 
chaingang, it would utterly exterminate 
the plumbing business.” Now he says, 
“Plumbers are not more guilty than men 
in other legitimate pursuits.’’. This turning 
around is only paralleled by Old Jack Fal- 
staff. But then after turning around, why 
does he not stand like a man? It seems 
impossible. He is so full of his love for 
his neighbor that he must liken him to 
the hit dog that howls, and because we 
do howl, he goes on to say he has had 
so many offers to run his show in other 
cities that he cares nothing for us “silly, 
evil-minded men.” 

Yet. withal, I do somewhat agree with 
Dr. Hawthorne in that I feel very guiltv 
of my sins, inasmuch as I have persisted 
in keeping on in this plumbing business 
and thus ‘depriving my family of many 
necessaries and all of the luxuries which 
fall to most professions. 

I would like for the learned doctor to tell 
me where in Atlanta I can find a “plumber 
in a mansion, faring sumoptuously every 
day,”’ as it would be a lasting pleasure to 
me to call and offet him my congratula- 
tions for having obtained some reward for 
his labors. 

I will venture to say there is no trade 
or profession in Atlana with so little recom- 
pense as plumbing. For myself. perhaps I 
am no criterion; as I have only been at 
the business about twenty-five years and the 
early part of that time made every possible 
studv, under such men as Buckmarter and 
Tyndall. relative to the laws of nature, as 
would be needed to aid me in mv work, 
and have for the greater part of the time 
been little less than a martyr, and al- 
though acknowledged by some of the lead- 
ing scientific men of this corntry to he 
above the average, yet what is my reward? 
Is it a mansion, where I fare sumptuously 
every day? Or is it a shanty which any 
decent man might think would pass for a 
cow hovel? And for which I could feel 
thankful, were it not that I am to be 
branded as a thief fit for the chaingane, 
and because I object, “I am a silly, evil- 
minded man.”” Yet, my dear doctor, I for- 
give you. I know that your business is 
only to grind wind and how should I ex- 
pect vou to be resnonsible for everythire 
that should happen to drop out of vour mill.

Number of Hands Employed—Nearly 
Everything Is Manufactured in The 
Gate City and About It 


In the number and extent of her manu- 
facturing enterprises, Atlanta is rapidly 
forcing her way to the front as one of the 
principal cities of the country.

The story of Atlanta’s growth as a manu- 
facturing center since 1881—the time of the 
first cotton exposition—untii the present 
sounds very much like the story of Aladdin 
and his wonderful lamp; it is fable, how- 
ever, reduced to fact. 

Nearly Eight Handred, 

It will astonish a great many to know 
that in and around Atlanta there are lo 
cated no less than 800 manufacturing én- 
terprises. 

A number of these are, of course, small 
but they are nevertheless important, as 
forming a part of the mercantile and manu- 
facturing activity of this section. 

They represent an aggregate capital of 
something in the neighborhood of $20,000,000 

These 800 or more enterprises include al 
varieties in the way of manufactured goods 
from the cheapest imposition in the way of 
a patent medicine to the most ponderous 
and intricate piece of mechanism. They 
include articles of furniture, spring beds 
and mattresses, tinware, trunks, showcases 
carriages and wagons, brick, cotton seed 
oil, terra cotta, glass, soap, wire and iron 
works, paint, !:umber, fertilizers, paper bags 
clothing, interior wood finish and nearly 
everything included under the head of mis- 
cellany. 

If this is not a good showing, and one 
that is calculated to make every man in At- 
lanta proud of the fact that he is a citizen 
of such an enterprising and progressive 
town, such a man is not to be relied upon 
and no amount of enterprise or activity 
could satisfy him. 

It is high time for Lowell and the other 
manufacturing ceaters of New England to 
look to their laure‘s. .Atlanta has entered 
the field, and she i@in it to stay. 

How Many Hands Employed. 

These various manufacturing eStablish- 
mients, which are scattered over the city 
and its environs, employ a large number 
of hands. 

In the foundry business alone nearly 32, 


men are employed. 

This, of course, includes machine shops 
and factories which produce agricultural] 
implements and enterprises which naturally 
fall under that c-assification. 

Over 2,000 men are employed in the lum- 
ber business, which is rapidly becoming one 
of the most important industries of this 
section. All of the timber that is cut in 
micdle Georgia and a large percentage ol 
that felled in the other sections of the state 
is handled in this market. 

In the cotton faetories over 1,100 men and 
women are employed, at fair wages, which 
enable them to earn-a good livelihood. 

The manufacture of brick 1s also one of 
the leading industries which has brought 
about Atlanta’s prestige as a manufacturing 


city. 
At a fair guess, based on the calculations 


of 1890, there are something in the neigh- 
borhoed of 800 hands employed in this 


branch of industry. 
Five hundred men are employed in the 
manufacture of paper bags and clothing.

Cotton Declines for the Lack of a Spot 
Demand and Futures and Spots 
Close Lower. 


' New York, February 20.—Transdctions at 
the stock exchange today were only 108,000 
phares and the net changes in the usually 
prominent stocks less than a point. At the 
opening of business American sugar and 
Distillers and Cattle Feeders were weak, 
the former selling down % to 78 and Dis- 
tillers 1% to 26. New England was anoth- 
er: weak spot falling % to 10%. The sell- 
ing was not important in volume and when 
the orders had been exhausted the room 
traders began to buy a little Sugar, Chicago 
Gas and Lackawanna. In the case of the 
last named the buying and advance of 1% 
to 168% was ascribed to the election of a 
Vanderbilt representation to the board of 
directors. The market then became exces- 
sively dull and ruled so until well into the 
afternoon. A rally in wheat both here and 
in Chicago put a little more life into the 
stock market and prices moved up % to 1 
per cent. The Grangers were the first to 
feel the improvement, St. Paul rising to 
86%; Burlington and Quincy to 74% > Rock 
Island to 66% and Northwest:to 102%. The 
rise in these stocks led to. covering in the 
Industrials and American Sugar rallied to 79 
and Whisky to 26%. General Electric se- 
curities were stronger than for some time 
past, the stock rising to 36% and the de- 
bentures to 77%. The announcement of the 
withdrawal of the opposition of the Bel- 
mont interest to the Erie plan “of reérgani- 
gation had no influence on the securities of 
the company. The strength of sterling 
exchange had no effect for the reason that 
the high rates of interest abroad, and the 
balance of trade in favor of the United 
States combined with the fact that the 
principal European banks are no longer pay- 
ing commissions renders shipments of the 
metal in large amounts quite out of the 
question at this time.

New York, February 20.—The Liverpool 
market today started at 1-64d decline, but 
before the close was 2-64 to 3-64d lower than 
yesterday. Spot sales were 8,000 bales. The 
result was an opening loss of about 3 points 
in New York. For a time the market was 
steady at about opening prices, but the 
news that Houston receipts today were 
3,000 bales, against 2,925 last year, started 4 
fresh liquidation and prices. broke 4 to 5 
points more, May contracts selling by 1 
o’clock at 7.72. At the decline there was 
some good buying, one very prominent con- 
cern absorbing at least 10,000 bales. On this 
the market showed some tendency to react, 
but when it was known that New Orleans 
receipts tomiorrow would be from 5,000 to 
6,000 bales, against 4,800 last week and 2,962 
last year, the reaction was checked. Mem- 
phis receipts are estimated at 261 bales, 
against ‘741 last year. St. Louis receipts are 
550, against 1,137 last year. Telegrams from 
Richmond, Va., say that the sales of fer- 
tilizers there are only 80 per cent of what 
they were last year. Baltimore telegrams 
Say that the demand is poor, and the trade 
Slow. Alabama advises that the tax col- 
lected up to the first of February on fertili- 
zers is about $14,000, against $24,000 last year. 
South Carolina reports sales of fertilizers 
up to February ist of 53,700 tons, against 
56,800 tons for the same time last year. 
These reports are interesting in view of 
their bearing upon next year’s production, 
which shortly becomes an’ important factor 
in its relation to the price of cotton. To- 
day’s decline has doubtless resulted in the 
dislodgment of a considerable amount of 
weakly held long cotton. Its absorption by 
holders of unquestioned financial strength, 
whose belief in cotton is likely to be u per- 
sistent one, gives the market a healthier 
tone and any improvement in the demand 
from abroad would doubtless résult in bet- 
ter prices. The Daily Dry Goods Record 
Says that there are more southern buyers 
in town than at any time in the past six 
months. The market during the afternoon 
was dull, but toward the ciose assumed a 
rather more steady appearance, and final 
prices were slightly above the lowest. The 
total sales today have been 234,000 bales and 
the liquidation quite general.

The 
passenger trouble seems to have been Ssat- 
isfactorily smoothed down, and the road 
and the passenger association are on as 
good terms as ever.
